TWO Haverhill men who 
burned down a 400-year-old 
wedding venue in a “cruel and 
calculated attack” have been 
locked up. 

Thomas Richardson and Mark Hall 
were jailed at Cambridge Crown Court 
on Friday for starting the fire which 
destroyed historic barns and the 
pavilion at Chilford Hall. 

The pair, both of Pipers Close, torched 
the Linton venue early on June 13 while 
owner, Fiona Alper, and her son, Ben, 
were asleep in the main house nearby 

The court previously heard Richardson 
had been sacked from Chilford Hall in 
2009 for stealing and drinking on the job. 

Christopher Morgan, prosecuting, said 
105 out of the 120 events booked to take 
place at the time of the fire had been 
cancelled and the blaze had also hit 
employees and local businesses. 

He said: “Many of the staff were known 
to the [Alper] family, they were the 
extended family 

“Many of them worked there for a 
number of years and as a result of the fire, 
although efforts were made to provide 
them with some work, ultimately the vast 
majority of staff have lost their 
employment.” 

Mark Shelley, mitigating for Hall, 28, 


said he was an autistic man with very low 
IQ and had been led by Richardson. 

He said: “He cannot drive, he has no 
means of transport. He knows nothing 
about Chilford Hall.” 

Adam Budsworth, mitigating for 
Richardson, said the 27-year-old was the 
only one to blame but he had entered an 
early guilty plea and had personality and 
mental health issues. 

He said: “This was an offence born out 
of vengeance, as it were and committed 
in drink and for which he has expressed 


the deepest remorse.” 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth said 
Richardson had subjected Hall to his 
“malign influence” but he believed Hall 
understood right and wrong and the 
consequences of starting fires, although 
his ability to resist Richardson’s influence 
was diminished by alcohol. 

The judge told them: “Mrs Alper was 
widowed in 2002. Mr Alper had devoted 
the latter part of his life to building up the 
business, largely for the benefit of the 
community as a whole. 


“I can barely grasp the enormity of the 
emotional trauma you caused to Mrs 
Alper and her son, watching her hus¬ 
band’s work go up in flames.” 

Richardson was jailed for five years and 
four months with a four-year extended 
period of licence. 

He also admitted drink-driving and 
was sentenced to six months in prison to 
be served concurrently, disqualified for 
four years and told his licence would be 
endorsed. 

Hall was jailed for four years. 
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Watchdogs warn of scams 
linked to Pope’s resignation 


SCAMMERS may take 
advantage of the Pope’s 
resignation, a trading 
standards group has warned. 

Consumers are urged to 
watch out for unsolicited 
emails including links to Pope 
Benedict XVI’s resignation 
speech or selling travel tickets 
to Rome or papal conclave. 

Suffolk Trading Standards 
said news events of this 
magnitude often trigger scam 
artists trying to use it for gain. 

It warned against social 
media sites such as Twitter 
and Facebook where people 
may request money to travel 
to Rome by pretending to be 
devout Catholics or religious 
historians. 

A spokesperson for Trading 
Standards said: “Within 
seconds of the news breaking 
that Pope Benedict XVI was to 


resign, spam began to appear 
on Twitter taking advantage of 
the story. 

“Messages using the 
hashtag #pope but with no 
connection whatsoever with 
the developing news story of 
the first Papal resignation for 
hundreds of years have 
sprung up on the social 
network. 

“The messages all contain a 
link which appears to take 
you to a website containing 
adult videos.” 

Twitter users are asked to 
report any accounts obviously 
sending spam to the social 
media site. 

Anyone with information 
about theses scams is asked to 
call police on 101 or call 
Crimestoppers, anonymously, 
on 0800 555111.

“Although it is still snuggled up in its mum’s pouch, 
it seems appropriate for a white wallaby to have 
emerged for the first time during the snowy 
weather.

Gardener 
discovers 
old pottery 

SIX miniature medieval jugs were 
discovered by a woman digging up 
tree roots in her garden. 

Lesley Langley has been in touch 
with various specialists, including 
the British Museum, since she found 
the relics at her home in Trinity Link, 
Haverhill. 

Lesley said: “They were 
approximately 18 inches down and 
they are between 7 to 8 centimetres 
in height. I took them to Moyse Hall 
Museum in Bury St Edmunds. 

“The curator was not sure what or 
how old they were. He asked me to 
take them to Suffolk County Council 
archaeology department, which I 
did. 

“They were not too sure what 
they were because they did not 
recognise the clay they were made 
with. 

“Dr Andrew Brown and some of 
his colleagues sent pictures of them 
to the British Museum. 

“They thought they looked 
medieval and resembled Rhenish 
stoneware from Germany, possibly 
imported for toys or ointment pots. 
They could be as late as the 16th 
century. 

“I also sent pictures of them to 
Cambridge archaeology department. 
They thought they resembled grey 
stoneware from Seigburg from 
about 1500. 

“Dr Brown said they did have 
miniatures in Roman times, but 
because they do not recognise the 
shape and form of the jugs he feels 
they are medieval.”

COMMUTERS faced 
lengthy delays on 
Monday morning after a 
crash on a notorious 
stretch of road which 
has claimed many lives.

“People were turning 
off where they could, 
but the small villages 
around there cannot 
cope with that sort of 
volume of traffic.” 


Residents’ outcry over 
‘sudden’ yellow lines

RESIDENTS are furious 
that yellow lines 
appeared outside their 
homes without warning 
and are continuing to 
park cars there in protest. 

Workers acting for Suffolk 
County Council turned up at 
Burton End in Haverhill and 
knocked on doors at lunchtime, 
asking residents to move their 
cars so that single yellow lines 
could be painted there. 

Sue Warren contacted Suffolk 
County Council about the lines 
and said: “This was the first that 
I or any of my immediate 
neighbours had heard about 
this and we were quite shocked. 

“The chap told me that they 
had been requested by the 
police. 

“I asked why there was no 
consultation or no commun¬ 
ication between the council and 
residents and was told that they 
put up signs on the lamp posts 
along Burton End in June/July

time. My neighbours and I saw 
no such signs and, to be honest, 
we would not be looking for 
any. 

“They also said they placed 
adverts in the public notices 
sections of the local news¬ 
papers, again I do not think 
anyone would be trawling 
through those notices on a 
weekly basis just in case 
something of interest was 
happening in their street. 


“While I understood and 
appreciated that this is a busy 
road into town and that there 
are schools nearby, I was 
staggered that no one had even 
consulted with the residents 
who for years have been able to 
park outside their homes. There 
are genuine concerns that there 
is not enough parking around 
here.” 

Ms Warren was told residents 
could not appeal against the 
decision and would have to wait 
another three years for a review. 

She questioned why the lines 
were not put down diagonally 
opposite where people parked, 
obstructing a view up the road 
to where a lot of traffic turns 
right into School Lane. 

Residents also feel the resale 
value of their homes could be 
affected as they all bought their 
homes because they could park 
outside. 

Nikki Marsh, who has lived in 
the road for more than 10 years, 
said no signs had been put up, 
so she and her neighbours were 
continuing to park outside their 
homes. 

She said: “I think it is a cheek. 
They just appeared and nobody 


knew anything about it. We 
have got nowhere else to park 
and some people have two cars. 
We are still parking there 
because there are no signs up, 
so we are waiting to see what 
happens. I think it is stupid. 

“My children go to Burton 
End School so I asked if they 
knew anything about it, but the 
head teacher was as surprised 
as I was.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said: “These 
restrictions have been put in 
place to improve visibility and 
safety at the junction following 
concerns raised by the police. 

“The town and district 
council were consulted prior to 
implementation and public 
notices were put up on site last 
year. 

“The zebra crossing is already 
protected from parking by the 
usual road markings and to the 
west on the approach to the 
schools and School Lane by 
existing single yellow lines. 

“We are always happy to 
receive comments and 
suggestions from residents if 
they feel a better solution could 
be found.”

A DRINK-driver has been banned 
for 17 months after spending an 
evening in a nightclub then driving 
her friend home.

The 24-year-old, who is 
unemployed, was pulled over by 
officers in her blue Ford Ka on 
Arbury Road, Cambridge, after she 
was seen swerving in the road at 
2.30am. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: 
“The brake lights were not working 
properly and the car was also seen 
to swerve in the road.” 

On pulling her over, officers found 
Smith, of Ash Walk, had “slurred 
speech, smelt of alcohol and was 
unsteady on her feet”. 

She was breathalysed and a 
reading of 61 microgrammes of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath 
came back - the legal limit is 35mgs. 

Smith told police she had been to 
Fez Club beforehand where she had 
drunk two pints and had then 
dropped her friend off at home. 

In court she admitted that she 
had also had three bottles of wine 
the evening before. 

Presiding magistrate Ron 
Broadbent disqualified her for 17 
months and ordered her to pay a 
fine of £85, court costs of £85 and a 
£20 victim surcharge.

MORE lives will be saved 
as a local air ambulance 
charity is the first in the 
UK to get the go-ahead 
for night flying. 

The East Anglian Air 
Ambulance (EAAA) is set 
to be the first helicopter 
ambulance service in 
England to start night 
time emergency medical 
services. 

The life-saving charity 
has now been told that 
the European Aviation 
Safety Agency (EASA) has 


approved one of its 
aircraft for night vision 
goggles (NVG) operations 
to ground level. 

At present, no air 
ambulance service in the 
UK is able to operate 
helicopter emergency 
medical service flights at 
night. 

If there is a serious 
accident or medical 
emergency during the 
night, the emergency 
services must rely on 
land-based vehicles. 


Dr David Zideman, 
clinical director for 
operations said: “This is 
an exciting time for the 
charity and our crews are 
working hard during 
this intensive training 
period. 

“We are set to be the 
first to fly to the scenes of 
medical emergencies in 
the hours of darkness. 

“We look forward to 
providing this enhanced 
service to the people of 
East Anglia.”

A SHOPMOBILITY launched five years 
ago is being underused and more 
people are being encouraged to take 
advantage of it. 

The Haverhill Shopmobility Scheme 
was launched in 2008 and was highly 
publicised. However, five years on, 
people are not making best use of the 
service run by Three Counties 
Transport - the community transport 
operator in the Haverhill area. 

The group is now reminding people 
of the service and encouraging them 
to use it. 

The scheme offers help to anyone 
who has difficulty getting around by 
loaning out electric scooters and 
wheelchairs. The scheme is open to 
people with either permanent or 
temporary mobility problems. 

Lyn Burgess, Three Counties 
manager, said: “We know from 
research and activity from similar size 
towns that there is a demand for this 


service. We can only assume that 
people have either forgotten about it, 
think they do not qualify for it or they 
have never heard of it. 

“We want to remind people of the 
service and encourage them to use it. 
The scheme is open to people with all 
forms of mobility problems ranging 
from serious, permanent conditions to 
those who may be temporarily 
impaired through injury or illness. 

“Anyone wanting to use the scheme 
will be fully assessed for what 
equipment is best suited for them and 
then given training on how to use it.” 

The Shopmobility scheme is based 
at the council offices in Lower Downs 
Slade and registration is simple. 

Users need to take along two forms of 
identity, preferable one with a 
photograph, and pay a minimal fee.

Social network 
crime Increases 


REPORTS of crimes and 
incidents involving 
Facebook and Twitter 
have increased drama¬ 
tically in Cambridge¬ 
shire in just four years - 
with one of the latest 
leading to a dispute in 
Haverhill. 

Last year there were 1,654 
crime reports mentioning the 
social networking websites, 
latest police figures reveal. 

The offences include 
posting menacing messages 
and sexual offences such as 
grooming. 

And a Facebook dispute 
triggered a town centre face- 
off involving up to 70 youths. 

The confrontation 

happened last month when a 
gang of youngsters from 
Cambridge travelled to 
Haverhill to meet a group of 
youths from the town, 
forcing Suffolk police to call 
in reinforcements. 

Officers dispersed the 
gathering and 10 of the 
youngsters were taken back

to Cambridgeshire by police. 

Reports of Facebook being 
used as a backdrop for 
offences is a growing trend. 

In 2008 there were just 64 
reports of crimes, increasing 
to 299 in 2009. 

The number leapt to 817 
the following year and to 993 
in 2011. 

There has also been a 
sharp spike in reports of 
crimes on Twitter. 

There were none in 2008, 
one in 2009, five in 2010, 16 
in 2011 and 59 last year. 

Meanwhile, recorded 
crimes have steadily fallen, 
from 65,122 in 2008 to 48,188 
last year, figures released 
using freedom of information 
(FOI) laws have revealed. 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokesman said: “It is hard to 
quantify the actual increase 
in crimes involving social 
media. It is likely the 
numbers on FOI request 


relate to those crime files 
which ‘mention’ Twitter or 
Facebook, for which there 
could be a range of reasons - 
witnesses seeing something 
online, saying they were on a 
social media site at the time 
of the offence, had seen or 
heard a rumour on a site, 
seen a witness appeal on 
Facebook or Twitter. 

“Obviously social net¬ 
working sites have become 
hugely popular and simply 
because of the sheer number 
of people using sites such as 
Twitter and Facebook there 
will be a rise in incidents 
relating to those sites. 

“The force uses Facebook 
and Twitter for a variety of 
reasons to prevent crime, 
target criminals and appeal 
for witnesses. 

“It has proven particularly 
useful in targeting people 
who may not access 
traditional media. 

“We can also use it as a 
monitoring tool in connect¬ 
ion with ongoing investi¬ 
gations and operations.”

The two counties’ fire services 
had been investigating different 
options including the full 
combination of the forces in a 
bid to save money and protect 
the frontline. 

But a full merger has been 
made “unviable at this time” 
because of issues including an 
“inconclusive” public consult¬ 
ation, according to Suffolk 
County Council, which said both 
services are committed to 
looking at other opportunities for 
closer working. 

Cllr Colin Spence, cabinet 
member for public protection at 
Suffolk County Council, said: “It 
was important that we fully 
explored a potential merger to 
see how we might be able to 
build on the existing relationship 
between the two authorities. 

“However, I was clear from the 
outset that we would only 
continue with plans for a 
full merger at this time if it was 
the right thing to do for the 
people of Suffolk.” 

A 12-week consultation which 
ended in lanuary revealed 41 per 
cent of respondents were against 
a full merger versus 49 per cent 
who approved. 

Another reason cited by the 
council for the unviability of a 
merger was that it was set to save 
less money than first thought. 

The authority said the 
potential savings need to be 
weighed against the transitional

costs of a merger and both 
services have already made 
significant efficiency savings in 
the last two years, including a 
combined saving of £800,000 per 
annum from merging the 
counties’ 999 fire controls. 

The difference between the 
council tax precepts for the fire 
services in the counties would 
make the process of equalising 
council tax tricky in the event of a 
merger, the council said. 

It also cited as reasons for 
abandoning the merger the 
“considerable difference” in the 
levels of reserves held by the two 
forces and a lack of absolute 
assurance from the Department 
for Communities and Local 
Government that they would get 
the support needed for the 
change. 

Cllr Fred Brown, chairman of 
the Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough Fire Authority, said: 
“Both Suffolk and ourselves are 
in agreement that collaboration 
is the way forward at this stage.” 

Andy Fry, chief fire officer at 
Suffolk Fire and Rescue Service, 
said: “We have made significant 
savings through merging our 
control rooms and we will 
continue to try to identify further 
options to work together and 
share resources. 

“I would like to take this 
opportunity to thank everyone 
connected with Suffolk Fire and 
Rescue Service for their ongoing 
commitment and dedication to 
protecting the people of Suffolk.”

In 1865 at the end of the 99-year 
lease, the ‘Old Tatt’ firm was moved 
to Knightsbridge. 

Bloodstock sales began at the 
47-acre site in Newmarket in 1965, 
with horses priced still in guineas.

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‘I could have been dying 
and now I feel so alive’

When Cambridge jewellery designer Harriet Kelsall began feeling 
tired and short of breath, she put it down to the stresses and 
strains of everyday life. But when she was diagnosed with a life- 
threatening heart condition - and told she needed surgery that 
day - she had no time to fear the worst. Just two months on, she 
told her story to LOUISE MARTIN. 


W ALKING 
around her 
converted barn 
showroom, bespoke 
jewellery designer 
Harriet Kelsall is a 
picture of health. 

Enthusiastically chatting 
about her award-winning 
business, which she runs with 
husband Tim Alban, the mum 
of two is clearly passionate 
about what she does. In fact, 
Harriet is so full of life that if 
it wasn’t for a very neat, pink 
scar running down her chest, 
you may not believe she 
underwent emergency open 
heart surgery just two months 
ago. “This is my first full day 
back and I just love it,” she 
beams. “I feel 20 years 
younger and I’m not 
exaggerating.” 

When Harriet began feeling 
tired and short of breath last 
summer, she put it down to 
working too hard. “I thought I 
was just tired because I run a 
business and I’ve got two 
young kids,” she explains. “I 
had no idea I was as ill as I 
turned out to be.” 

Born with a heart murmur, 


Harriet, 41, was told she may 
need surgery in later life. 

“Lots of people have a heart 
murmur and mine was caused 
by a leaking mitral valve,” she 
explains. “I was told only 
seven years ago that it was a 
very minor leak and that I 
might need surgery when I was 
90, so I wasn’t worried about it 
at all.” 

But last July, the jewellery 
designer, whose business is 
located on Cambridge’s Green 
Street and in a converted barn 
in Weston, Hertfordshire, 
began feeling very unwell. “I 
was holding a children’s 
jewellery making workshop at 
the school fete, at King’s, 
where my son Thomas is at 
school, and all of a sudden this 
thing that had been happening 
a few times happened, which is 
where my heart would beat 
very fast to the extent where I 
felt I couldn’t breathe. I started 
to notice a blackout happening 
around the edges of my eyes 
and I fainted.” 

Harriet was rushed to 
Addenbrooke’s where a series 
of tests revealed the mitral 
valve leak had increased and 
that she would need surgery, 
possibly within the next two 


years. 

By September, Harriet had 
experienced more of the scary 
episodes where her heart 
would beat dangerously fast. “I 
was worried about it 
happening when I was with the 
kids and then it did happen 
when it was just me with 
them,” she remembers. “We 
were leaving for the school run 
and I started having one and I 
had to try to speak to my son, 
who’s 7, to tell him he might 
have to call an ambulance, 
which is a horrible conversation 
to have to have. Luckily that 
one calmed down but it did 
make me think that things were 
getting significantly worse.” 

By October, Harriet’s 
condition had declined further 
and she couldn’t walk up the 
stairs without feeling very out 
of breath and in pain, or take 
her beloved walk through 
Cambridge. “My favourite time 
of the week is walking across 
Cambridge to the shop and I 
couldn’t do it. I cross the river 
and come out on Trinity Street 
and I just love it, I love 
Cambridge; and then I couldn’t 
do that walk and that was a bit 
of an eye-opener for me, I knew 
things were a lot worse than

they were a couple of 
months ago.” 

Aware that surgery needed 
to be undertaken sooner than 
originally expected, Harriet 
was given an appointment 
with Dr Francis Wells, a 
consultant surgeon at 
Papworth Hospital, who 
specialises in mitral valve 
reconstruction. “I was so 
lucky because he is probably 
the best valve surgeon in the 
world,” says Harriet. “I still 
can’t get over my luck of 
living in Cambridge, and 
being in front of this man on 
the National Health Service. 

“He looked at all the test 
results and then told me his 
waiting list was eight 
months but that I would 
need to be seen sooner than 
that.” 

Expecting to be called for 
surgery weeks, maybe a 
month later, Harriet and Tim 
were shocked when they 
received a call from Dr 
Wells the next morning 
asking Harriet to come in for 
surgery, that day. “I said 
‘how long have I got?’ and 
he said ‘no time’,” 
remembers Harriet. “So I 
had to get there. I was on 
one phone trying to get my 
mum to come and look after 
the kids and Tim was on 
another cancelling my work. 

I had an appointment with 
the managing director of 
Warehouse and all these 
important things set up for 
that day and it all had to be 
cancelled.” 

Just a few hours later, on 
December 1, Harriet was 
being prepared for surgery. 

“I actually think I was 
incredibly lucky the way it 
happened because the reality 
of heart surgery is that it is 
full on and I didn’t have time 
to think about that, I just had 
to get there. All I had time to 
focus on was ‘are the kids 
going to be OK?’ I couldn’t 
even think ‘what if I die?’ I 
just didn’t have time.” 

After five hours of 
intricate surgery, Harriet’s 
mitral valve was repaired, 
but there was cause for 
concern when she 


experienced severe side 
effects to the pain relief and 
developed fluid on her lungs, 
“ft was quite hard when I 
woke up because I had a 
tube down my throat, tubes 
coming out of my chest, 
pacemaker wires coming out 
of my flesh and I had a 
needle in my neck and wrist. 
I was in a terrible state and I 
remember not knowing 
where I was, or who I was. It 
was like I’d woken up in a 
film. It was bizarre.” 

Harriet responded well to 
treatment to remove the fluid 
on her lungs and three days 
after her life-saving heart 
surgery began to grow 
stronger. “I remember 
looking around me and 
thinking ‘I feel better than I 
did before the surgery and 
that was only three days 
ago’. It didn’t cross my mind 
before the surgery that I 
could die, but when I had 
that bad day with the fluid 
on the lungs I kept asking 
‘am I going to die?’ and they 
were saying things like ‘it’s 
very hard to die at 
Papworth’, which is true, but 
they didn’t say ‘no’, so it 
was very frightening.” 

Just seven days after 
surgery, Harriet was allowed 
home. But instead of 
returning to her family home 
near Royston, she decided to 
stay with her parents while 
Tim looked after their young 
children: Thomas and 3- 
year-old Eleanor. “My 
daughter is full of bubbles 
and joy and as soon as I sit 
down she likes to jump on 
me, which is lovely, but she 
wasn’t really old enough to 
understand that mummy’s 
chest can’t be jumped on at 
the moment, so I decided to 
stay with my mum and dad 
for a week and a half until I 
felt stronger.” 

During this time, Harriet’s 
mum, Jane, persuaded her to 
write about her experience. 
“She convinced me it would 
be therapy,” smiles Harriet. 
“I’m dyslexic and don’t 
normally write very much 
but one day I started writing 
and I just couldn’t stop. I 


wrote about everything I had 
been through, everything I 
had felt, everything I had 
thought, the bad days, the 
good days, how good it all 
was at Papworth and how 
brilliant the staff were. 

“I wrote it all down like a 
maniac and by the end of it I 
felt really good and like that 
was going to allow me some 
closure on it, and to move on 
from it, instead of being in 
this weird sort of ‘did that 
really happen?’ shock 
mode.” 

Harriet is eternally 
grateful to the team at 
Papworth who, she says, not 
only saved her life through 
their expert skills and 
knowledge, but who aided 
her recovery through their 
team spirit. “I remember 
being at Papworth one night 
and hearing the nurses, just 
on their daily routines, 
saying ‘oh, I’ll get that for 
you’ or ‘I’m going down 
there, so I’ll take that for 
you’, and I remembered, 
although I didn’t entirely 
know who I was at the time, 
that once I was like that with 
other people and that helped 
me to recover because I was 
able to recognise being in a 
team - and a good team - 
which is what it’s like here.” 

Harriet has been told she 
will need no further 
treatment to her mitral valve 
and just two months since 
her life-saving operation she 
is feeling stronger and 
healthier every day. 

“It’s been an incredible, 
life-changing experience, to 
think I could have been 
dying and now I feel so 
alive. People use it as an 
expression but I honestly 
feel better now than I did 20 
years ago. 

“I feel so lucky to have 
been picked up by this 
amazing hospital system 
when I was and to have been 
so well looked after and, you 
know, I just had heart 
surgery, it’s not going to be 
easy, but as heart surgery 
goes, it couldn’t be better.”

The name Jake Bugg wouldn’t 
have meant much to music fans a 
year ago. Now the teen, who plays 
Cambridge this month, counts his 
hero Noel Gallagher among his 
fans. He talks to The Guide about 
a remarkable start in the 
industry. 


T HE chain of events that 
has catapulted 18-year- 
old Jake Bugg to the top 
of the album charts all started 
with an episode of The 
Simpsons. Jake was aged just 
12 when he was captivated by 
what he heard while watching 
the animated comedy series. 

“It’s all Don McLean’s fault,” he 
says, referring to the guest star in that 
particular episode. “I heard his song 
Vincent, and that started me off.” 

Fired with enthusiasm for music, 
Jake was given a guitar by his uncle. 
Two years later, after much practice in 
his bedroom, he started writing his 
own songs, some of which feature on 
his chart-topping album. 

“For the first few years I was just 
learning covers, seeing what chords 
went with others and how songs went 
together, then I started writing 
myself,” he explains. 

Jake can’t put his finger exactly on 
his musical influences, but says there 
was always music playing at home 
when he was growing up. 

“Some of it was good, some of it 
was shocking. My mum was always 
listening to Take That or something 
that I hated. People seem to think I’m 
a massive Bob Dylan fan, but I’ve not 
really listened to him that much, and 
my parents never did. I know his first 
album and the famous tracks, like

Subterranean Homesick Blues, but not 
much. It’s a strange comparison.” 

A performance at Glastonbury in 
2011 on the BBC’s Introducing stage, 
where unsigned musicians can show 
off their skills, led to a recording 
contract with Mercury. Less than a 
year later, thanks to a performance on 
Later. . . With Jools Holland , Bugg had 
arrived. 

“It was all pretty chaotic after that 
TV appearance,” says Bugg, who is 
clearly still adjusting to his meteoric 
rise to fame. Several of his songs hark 
back to growing up on a housing 
estate in Clifton, Nottingham, with 
references to drug use, trouble with 
the police and generally getting up to 
no good in car parks of a Friday 
evening. 


He smiles when it’s mentioned, but 
says his beginnings were no more or 
less traumatic than anyone else’s. “It’s 
been massively exaggerated, I think,” 
he says. 

“It was no picnic, but it’s not as bad 
as some people would have you 
believe. It’s not easy living on a 
council estate, it has its bad points as 
well as good. A lot of my songs are 
about escaping those streets, but it’s 
not just me, it’s for anyone in a similar 
situation. 

“My family wanted me to get a job 
after school, or carry on with 
education, but that’s just life. You’ve 
got to be able to feed yourself, but it 
was my uncle who really pushed me to 
music. I thought it was better not to 
have the safety net of education or 
anything, because it’ll keep motivating 
me to write better songs. 

“But at the same time, I don’t think 
an education would be a bad thing to 
fall back on. My mum was a singer so 
I think she's really pleased for me, 
doing what she wanted to do. I don’t 
know how successful I’ll be making 
my escape, but I don’t think about that 
stuff too much. At the moment I’m 
just concentrating on performing and 
writing more songs, and we’ll see 
where all this takes me.” 

So far, his songs have taken him all 
over Europe as Noel Gallagher’s 
support on the European leg of his 
world tour. 

Gallagher saw Jake’s appearance on 
Later and decided he had to hear 
more. The ex-Oasis star trawled 
YouTube looking for more videos, and 
decided then and there that he wanted 
Jake to go on tour with him. 

Gallagher recently talked of how he 
was blown away by Jake’s natural 
talent. “He’s from that naturally gifted 
school of musicians,” he says. 

“Jake picked up a guitar and 


virtually the next day comes out 
sounding like Donovan. I’m from the 
other side of things, where I have to 
graft and graft. It’s annoying, but best 
of luck to him.” 

When the compliments from 
Gallagher are relayed to Jake, he 
seems embarrassed, saying: “Noel’s an 
idol of mine, so to hear something like 
that blows me away. It’s enough that 
he’s even heard of me, let alone go out 
of his way to ask me on tour with 
him.” 

He wasn’t really sure what to expect 
from the tour’s opening dates. “I’d 
never been out of the UK before this 
year - and now I’ve been to Germany 
five times and France three times, plus 
loads of other places. It was 
incredible. We played 8,000-seat 
venues each night, and everyone came 
in to watch me. It’s not like when you 
support someone in the UK and 
everyone’s in the bar until the main act 
comes on. There was this one night in 
Italy, in Florence I think, where you 
could hear a pin drop as I was playing. 
Then, during one song, everyone just 
started applauding and cheering 
spontaneously. It was an amazing 
feeling.” 

Jake has recently toured the US and 
Canada with Gallagher and Snow 
Patrol before setting out on his own 
UK tour, which comes to Cambridge 
Com Exchange this month. To cap a 
remarkable year, Jake’s eponymous 
debut entered the album chart at No 1 
after facing fierce competition from 
Leona Lewis’s third album. “I didn’t 
think my album would even get in the 
top 40, to be honest,” he says. 

“So to hear that I was battling 
Leona Lewis for No. 1 was pretty mad. 
I couldn’t really ask for any more.”

The big film 



SINCE the release of The 40-Year-Old Virgin 
in which Steve Carell famously had his chest 
waxed on camera, writer-director Judd 
Apatow has become synonymous with 
rumbustious yet touching comedies which 
explore the foibles of the human condition. 
Knocked Up refracted a traditional boy meets 
girl scenario through the prism of 
unexpected parenthood. Then Funny People 
reunited a beleaguered stand-up comedian 
with his estranged family in the shadow of 
terminal illness. 

In This Is 40, Apatow revisits characters 
from Knocked Up to explore the reality of 
married life for a middle-aged couple who 
have lost that loving feeling. 

Pete (Paul Rudd) and Debbie (Leslie Mann) 
have raised two beautiful daughters - 13- 
year-old Sadie (Maude Apatow) and eight- 
year-old Charlotte (Iris Apatow) - but are 
now stuck in a rut. 

Sadie is going through a difficult phase, 
clashing with her parents about her addiction 


to her favourite television show. Meanwhile, 
precocious tyke Charlotte is upset by all of 
the screaming and shouting in the house. 

As Debbie goes into denial about turning 40 
in the very same week that Pete celebrates 
the same milestone, husband and wife re¬ 
evaluate their stagnating marriage. They 
decide an emotional spring clean is in order, 
which has dramatic repercussions for Pete’s 


cash-strapped father (Albert Brooks) and 
Debbie’s employees (Megan Fox, Charlyne 
Yi) at her upscale clothing boutique, one of 
whom is dipping her polished nails into the 
till. 

This Is 40 hopes to recapture the sentimental 
glory of Knocked Up but lightning doesn’t 
strike twice, although it’s close. 

Laughter and tears are weighted heavily in 


favour of the former with some very funny 
interludes. 

However, the characters’ various emotional 
crises scream out for resolution well before 
Apatow decides that he’s had his fill. 

Rudd and Mann - Apatow’s real-life wife - 
are an attractive pairing and scenes of them 
bickering are galvanised by wonderful on¬ 
screen chemistry and a sharp script. 

Casting Mann’s daughters Iris and Maude 
adds to the realism of the dysfunctional on¬ 
screen family unit. 

A scene-stealing cameo from Melissa 
McCarthy {Bridesmaids) delivers big laughs 
and Jason Segel and Chris O’Dowd catalyse 
an amusing rivalry for Fox’s affections. 
Regrettably, brevity is not the soul of 
Apatow’s wit. Where one snappy scene 
would suffice, the writer-director opts for 
protracted navel-gazing until we, like Pete 
and Debbie, begin to lose faith in the central 
relationship. 

At an exhausting 133 minutes, the film could 
arguably be re-titled This Is 40 Minutes Too 
Long.

1 Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


, Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.
